Students who sign their Activity 
Pledge Cards before the George Wash- 
ington Catholic University football 
game will be admitted to that game, 
which is considered one of the most 
important games on this year’s sched 
ule.

Jerry Murphy’s long boot over the 
uprights Saturday gave George Wash- 
ington the margin of victory over Gal- 
luadet College at Kendall Green, the 
final count being 9 — 6.

Entire Country to be Canvassed as

Plans for a $1,000,000 endowment 
fupd are being formulated by Presi- 
dent Hodgkins. 

At a meeting held Tuesday, Novem- 
ber 22, 1921, the board of trustees 
recommended that such a movement 
be started. 

The entire plans have not been com- 
pleted as yet, but this much Is known, 
the endowment Is to come from 
Alumni and persons interested in the 
development of George Washington 
University who are scattered all over 
the country. The goal is to be $1,000,- 
000, but if more money can be raised 
the work will be continued until the 
source of income Is exhausted. An- 
other thing, Washington Is expected 
to contribute one-third of the amount. 

At the present time numerous cam 
palgns for money are on foot, so a 
definite date for starting the drive has 
not been decided upon. The settle- 
ment of these campaigns will detract 
from the full slgnificense of G. w.’s 
campaign. The committee is also wait- 
ing the developments of certain other 
preliminaries before starting the Tnain 
drive. 1 

President Hodgkins said: "The 

plans developed thus fair vO, when 
put Into action, he successful, hut for 
reasons that can not be published yet, 
we are marking time, waiting for the 
right developments that will help the 
George Washington University endow- 
ment fund campaign to he successful.’’
